Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Tudor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  community  for  the  year  1965. 

On  the  whole  the  general  health  of  the  population  has  been 
satisfactory.  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  of  16.3  per  1,000 
population  is  below  the  national  average  of  18.0,  but  very 
similar  to  the  average  of  the  Cumberland  Rural  Districts 
which  is  16.8. 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  of  11.1  per  1,000  population  is  .9 
less  than  in  1964  and  below  the  national  average  of  11.5. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
in  1965.  Four  infant  deaths  were  recorded,  the  same  as  in 
1964  and  as  the  total  number  of  live  births  has  decreased 
slightly,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  shown  an  increase 
from  18.0  to  22.9  in  1965.  The  national  rate  for  1965  was  19.0. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  numbered  76  compared 
with  105  in  1964  and  of  this  total  42  cases  were  measles.  27 
cases  of  dysentery  were  also  included  in  this  total.  The  out¬ 
break  of  dysentry  which  was  mainly  concentrated  in  the  town 
of  Penrith  and  chiefly  confined  to  school  children  spread  via 
the  schools  to  the  rural  areas  and  again  was  mainly  confined 
to  children.  Steps  were  taken  in  the  village  schools  concerned 
to  stem  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  use  of  paper  towels,  dis¬ 
infectants,  and  the  stressing  of  the  need  for  clean  habits  by 
the  children.  The  above  measures  together  with  the  intervention 
of  the  school  holidays  brought  the  outbreak  under  control. 
No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Water  supplies  in  the  area  have  been  the  responsibility  of 
the  Eden  Water  Board  since  1963  and  further  improvements 
have  been  made  to  both  the  quality  and  quantity  of  water 
available  in  the  rural  area. 

The  annual  report  of  Mr.  C.  Wilding,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  gives  details  of  progress  made  in  the  various  facets 
of  his  work.  Progress  has  been  good  on  the  various  sewerage 
schemes  and  schemes  are  in  preparation  for  several  villages. 
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It  is  noted  that  1 00  %  meat  inspection  has  again  been  achieved 
and  with  two  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  the  staff 
there  is  no  doubt  it  has  been  possible  to  give  much  more  of 
the  attention  needed  to  slum  clearance  and  other  aspects  of 
Public  Health  work. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Burne,  Architect,  has  reported  on  new  housing 
in  the  area  and  it  is  satisfying  to  see  that  a  further  six  old 
people’s  bungalows  have  been  built  by  the  Council. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  support  in  health  matters  and  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  staff  and  particularly  those  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

In  presenting  this  Annual  Report  to  you,  I  would  say  that 
as  I  only  took  up  duties  in  1966, 1  have  relied  to  a  great  extent 
on  the  help  of  Mr.  C.  Wilding  in  preparing  the  report  and  I 
wish  to  thank  him  for  his  help  and  co-operation.

The  deaths  recorded  in  1965  totalled  125,  a  decrease  of  9 
over  the  previous  year  giving  a  corrected  death  rate  of  11.1 
per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  12.0  in  1964  and  an 
England  and  Wales  rate  of  11.5  in  1965. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  accounted 
for  53  deaths  a  decrease  of  4  and  equal  to  42.4  %  of  all  deaths 
compared  with  42.5%  for  1964. 
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Cancer  Deaths,  as  already  indicated  totalled  24  represent¬ 
ing  19.1  %  of  all  deaths. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System,  excluding  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  accounted  for  8  deaths  equal  to  6.4%  which  is  nearly 
double  the  figure  recorded  for  1964. 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  accounted  for  2  deaths,  2  less 
than  in  1963,  while  the  total  for  all  other  accidents  was  three 
being  two  more  than  in  1964.

(/)  Laboratory  Services

and  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies,  Consultant  Bacteriologist,  has  been 
responsible  for  all  the  necessary  services.  Again  I  would  like 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  above  gentlemen  for  all  their  help 
and  co-operation. 


(z7)  Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  faclities  in  East  Cumberland  which  includes 
the  Penrith  Rural  district  is  a  directly  operated  service  with 
central  bases  in  Carlisle  and  Penrith.  Further  developments  in 
this  service  are  planned  by  the  County  Council,  but  will  not 
come  into  force  until  1966. 


{Hi)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority  of  the  area, 
provide  all  the  necesary  facilities  and  District/Nurse/Midwives 
also  act  as  Health  Visitors  in  their  own  districts.  In  addition 
one  of  the  two  full  time  Health  Visitors  based  in  Penrith  also 
worked  in  the  Rural  area  adjacent  to  the  town  of  Penrith.

Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  totalled  76  compared 
with  105  in  1964. 

Measles 

A  total  of  42  cases  was  notified  compared  with  94  in  1964. 
Scarlet  Fever 

Four  cases  were  notified  compared  with  one  in  1964.  Over 
the  past  20  years  the  incidence  of  this  disease  has  fallen 
markedly  due  chiefly  to  the  fact  that  the  causal  organism 
appears  to  have  lost  its  virulence. 

Whooping  Cough 

Two  cases  were  notified  compared  with  three  in  1964  and 
six  in  1963.  For  the  11  year  period  1947/1957  an  average  of 
46  cases  was  notified  each  year  whereas  the  average  since  1958 
has  been  under  3.  This  considerable  drop  in  notifications  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  triple  vaccine 
given  to  babies  during  their  first  year  of  life.  In  1964  primary 
vaccinations  were  given  to  238  babies  and  83  older  children 
were  given  booster  injections. 

Dysentery 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  in  1965,  these 
were  coupled  with  an  outbreak  in  the  schools  of  Penrith  Town. 

The  infecting  organism  was  the  usual  Sonnei  type  which  is 
always  present  in  the  community,  and  gives  rise  to  periodic 
outbreaks  especially  in  infant  and  junior  schools.  There  is  no 
protective  vaccine  available,  but  if  one  could  depend  on  100% 
personal  and  lavatory  hygiene  the  disease,  like  many  other 
bowel  infections,  would  present  no  great  public  health  problem. 

Diphtheria 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  Rural  area  for 
21  years. 

General  immunisation  of  the  child  population  commenced 
in  1940  and  the  table  below  shows  very  clearly  how  effective 
immunisation  has  been.

Poliomyelitis 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  no  case  has  occurred  in  the 
Rural  area  since  1957. 

Total  notifications  for  England  and  Wales  amounted  to  91 
and  of  this  number  4  died. 

During  1965  a  total  of  374  children  between  the  ages  of 
1  and  16  years  received  a  full  course  of  oral  vaccine.  Vaccina¬ 
tion  was  also  avalable  to  adults  up  to  the  age  of  40  years. 

Smallpox 

No  case  or  known  contact  occurred  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  It  is  now  recommended  that  primary  vaccination 
should  be  carried  out  between  the  first  and  second  year  of 
life  as  thereby  the  very  occasional  complications  of  vaccination 
are  diminished. 
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Tetanus  Immunisation 

Immunisation  by  Tetanus  Toxoid  was  carried  out  in  Clinics 
and  schools  and  by  General  Practitioners  and  a  total  of  247 
primary  courses  and  320  booster  injections  were  given  during 
the  year.

The  static  X-Ray  Unit  at  1  Brunswick  Street,  Carlisle  is 
now  open  five  days  a  week  with  open  sessions  morning, 
afternoon  and  evenings  without  any  prior  appointment  being 
necessary. 


ib)  B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination,  with  prior  Mantoux  testing  of 
school  children  in  the  age  group  13  years  was  continued,  and 
in  addition,  children  aged  12  years  were  also  offered  vaccina¬ 
tion  ;  this  was  done  with  a  view  to  carrying  out  vaccination  in 
future  years  in  the  younger  age  group. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  and  1951

Private  building  in  the  district  showed  a  slight  decrease  from 
34  in  1964  to  20  in  1965  -with  a  further  18  still  under  con¬ 
struction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  gives  a  total  of  289 
houses  completed  privately  in  the  post  war  period. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958 

No  applications  were  received  for  the  erection  of  any 
houses  for  agricultural  workers  under  the  above  Act.  The 
grant  is  for  housing  agricultural  workers  whereby  the  applicant 
is  entitled  to  a  grant  of  £10  p.a.  for  40  years. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958 

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

Under  this  Act  the  Council  can  make  a  Grant  of  50%  up 
to  a  maximum  of  £400  towards  the  cost  of  improving  dwelling- 
houses.  The  number  of  applications  received  was  28.  All 
properties  were  inspected  and  technical  advice  given  on  the 
proposed  improvements. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force  a  total  of  376  applications 
involving  improvements  to  dwellings  have  been  dealt  with  by 
the  Council,  30  of  which  were  either  disapproved  or  cancelled, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  298  schemes  had  been  satisfactorily 
completed,  providing  344  Grade  1  houses. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year  1959  whereby 
owners  and  owner-occupiers  can  do  certain  works  without  the 
necessity  of  bringing  the  property  up  to  the  standard  required 
under  the  Discretionary  Improvement  Grant.  The  Council 
must,  providing  a  house  is  structurally  sound  and  will  give 
satisfactory  accommodation  for  at  least  15  years  make  the 
grants  amounting  to  50  %  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  with 
a  maximum  as  follows :

In  September  1964  the  Standard  Improvement  Grant  was 
amended;  the  Council  now  have  power  to  increase  the  maxi¬ 
mum  grant  to  £350  Os.  Od.,  the  items  quoted  above  remain  the 
same  but  additional  grant  can  be  given  for  providing  the 
following; 
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(a)  if  the  local  Council  is  satisfied  that  it  would  not  be  reason¬ 
ably  practicable  to  provide  a  fixed  bath  or  shower,  in  a  bath¬ 
room  except  by  building  on  to  the  property,  or  converting 
outbuildings  attached  to  it,  an  amount  equal  to  half  the 
reasonable  cost  of  this  improvement  will  be  substituted  for 
the  normal  allowance  of  £25. 

(b)  if  the  local  Council  is  satisfied  it  would  not  be  possible  or 
reasonably  practicable,  to  provide  a  W.C.  and  connect  it  to 
main  drainage,  then,  instead  of  the  normal  allowance  of  £40 
for  this  item  of  work,  an  amount  equal  to  half  the  reasonable 
cost  of  installing  the  W.C.  and  providing  septic  tank  drainage, 
will  be  substituted. 

(c)  if  in  order  to  carry  out  the  improvements  a  piped  supply 
of  cold  water  is  brought  to  the  property  for  the  first  time  an 
additional  amount,  equal  to  half  the  reasonable  cost  of  this 
work,  can  be  included  in  the  calculation  of  the  maximum 
grant. 

If  all  or  any  of  these  circumstances  apply  the  grant  is 
subject  to  a  maximum  of  £350  instead  of  the  normal  £155. 

Since  this  Act  came  into  operation  the  Council  have 
received  a  total  of  171  applications;  21  of  these  are  for  the 
current  year  and  118  schemes  have  been  satisfactorily 
completed. 

A  number  of  people  in  the  Rural  District  have  taken 
advantage  of  both  the  Discretionary  and  Standard  Improve¬ 
ment  Grants.  All  properties  were  carefully  inspected  and 
technical  advice  given  on  both  planning  and  building  con¬ 
struction  and  how  far  the  Act  can  be  implemented  in  each 
application. 

Numerous  enquiries  have  been  dealt  with,  some  of  which 
have  not  gone  forward  for  the  grant  either  because  the 
property  could  not  be  brought  up  to  standard  at  reasonable 
expense  or  not  up  to  the  standard  to  qualify  for  a  grant.

Water  Supplies 

The  major  part  of  the  area  is  now  served  by  mains  water 
supply,  the  responsible  authority  being  the  Eden  Water 
Board.  The  following  table  shows  that  the  majority  of  houses 
are  connected  to  the  mains  supply  and  practically  all  other 
properties  have  the  benefit  of  private  piped  supplies.

Water  Sampling 

Water  sampling  is  carried  out  both  by  the  Water  Board  and 
by  this  Council,  samples  being  regularly  taken  from  the 
various  sources  of  supply. 
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During  the  year  45  samples  were  taken  from  public  supplies 
and  of  these  7  proved  unsatisfactory.  The  large  majority  of 
consumers  now  have  the  benefit  of  chlorinated  supplies  of 
water,  but  there  remain  several  smaller  supplies  serving  a 
small  percentage  of  the  population  where  the  quality  of  the 
water  is  variable  and  often  unsatisfactory. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  and  eight 
of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate  action 
was  taken  to  ensure  that  these  supplies  were  either  not  used, 
or  treatment  of  water  was  asked  for.

Sewerage 

The  Council’s  programme  of  providing  modern  sewage 
disposal  schemes  throughout  the  area  continues  at  a  steady, 
but  satisfactory  rate. 

The  Stainton-Newbiggin  scheme  is  now  under  construction, 
is  progressing  well  and  should  be  completed  in  1966.  A  tender 
for  the  Lazonby/Kirkoswald  scheme  has  been  accepted  and 
work  should  commence  early  in  1966  and  should  be  followed 
by  the  Threlkeld  scheme  necessitated  by  the  construction  of 
the  new  by-pass  in  Threlkeld  village.  Schemes  are  also  in 
preparation  for  the  villages  of  Skirwith,  Melmerby  and 
Ainstable  and  these  are  expected  to  be  followed  by  Catterlen 
and  Newton  Reigny. 
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A  previous  resolution  of  the  Council,  not  to  allow  capacity 
in  new  sewage  works  for  the  treatment  of  farm  wastes,  has 
now  been  followed  by  a  resolution  hxing  charges  for  the 
treatment  of  farm  waste  as  a  trade  effluent,  where  discharge  to 
public  sewers  is  allowed.  These  charges  which  come  into 
operation  in  April  1967  are  necessarily  high,  due  to  the  high 
cost  of  treating  the  wastes,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  most 
farmers  will  make  their  own  arrangements  where  possible 
for  disposal  of  farm  wastes.  A  close  watch  will  have  to  be 
kept  on  private  farm  tanks  situated  within  the  villages  as  these 
could  easily  cause  a  public  health  nuisance. 

The  Council  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  by  means 
of  a  1,000  gallon  cesspool  emptier.  The  vehicle  is  primarily 
used  on  Council  owned  tanks  and  private  domestic  tanks,  but 
is  also  used  on  occasions  by  farmers  for  spraying  farm  drain¬ 
age  back  on  to  the  land. 

During  the  year  113  Council  tanks  have  been  emptied  and 
78  private  tanks. 


Refuse  Collection 

A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  throughout  the 
area,  the  public  being  required  to  put  out  their  dustbins  at 
the  roadside  for  collection.  The  service  which  employs  three 
men  and  one  vehicle  operates  quite  efflciently,  although  at 
holiday  times  a  vehicle  totally  unsuitable  for  refuse  collection 
has  to  be  pressed  into  service. 

The  amount  of  refuse  put  out  by  the  public  continues  to 
increase  and  becomes  more  bulky  due  to  the  increasing  amount 
of  containers,  paper  and  wrapping  materials  used. 

A  fortnightly  collection  is  far  from  ideal  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  there  is  increasing  pressure  from  the  public  for  a 
weekly  collection  which  would  be  a  great  asset  during  the 
summer  months  when  flies  are  prevalent. 

Refuse  tips  are  located  at  the  following  points: 

1 .  Lowthian  Gill  -  Hesket 

2.  Coombs  Wood  -  Armathwaite 

3.  Ellonby 

4.  Culgaith 

The  tip  at  Threlkeld  has  had  to  be  discontinued  due  to  the 
bypass  works.  This  has  created  difficulties  due  to  the  long 
hauls  involved  for  refuse  collected  in  this  area.  The  provision 
of  another  tip  in  this  south  western  area  will  prove  most 
difficult  due  to  its  position  in  the  National  Park. 
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The  use  of  roadside  verges  and  odd  corners  of  the  country¬ 
side  for  disposal  of  refuse  by  the  public  is  increasing  and  many 
special  journeys  are  necessitated  to  deal  with  this  problem. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  many  bulky  articles  such  as  mattresses, 
beds  etc.  must  present  a  problem  of  disposal  to  the  house¬ 
holder,  and  it  may  be  that  a  free  removal  of  such  articles  by 
the  Council  would  result  in  a  reduction  of  the  problem  from 
the  point  of  view  of  both  the  householder  and  the  Council. 

Litter  generally  in  the  countryside  is  increasing  and  many 
of  the  roadside  verges  and  pull-ins  bear  witness  to  the  untidy 
habits  of  a  section  of  the  public.  The  provision  of  litter  baskets 
in  the  district  has  never  been  attempted  on  a  wide  scale  and 
what  receptacles  are  provided,  are  usually  fixed  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  request  of  the  parish  Council. 

Although  the  Rural  Council  are  responsible  for  emptying 
these  containers,  none  has  yet  been  provided  by  them.  I  feel 
that  with  the  increasing  numbers  of  visitors  to  this  area  some 
active  part  should  be  taken  by  this  Council  in  tackling  the 
litter  problem. 


Public  Conveniences 

There  are  no  public  conveniences  within  the  area,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  the  proposal  to  site  such  a  convenience  at  the  Aira 
Force  car  park  will  not  be  long  delayed  as  this  is  a  stopping 
place  for  very  many  coaches  and  cars  and  the  conveniences 
are  greatly  needed  to  cater  for  the  needs  of  these  visitors.

Conditions  at  many  of  the  licenced  premises  leave  much  to 
be  desired,  especially  in  regard  to  sanitary  conveniences  for 
use  by  members  of  the  public.  Informal  notices  have  resulted 
in  several  of  these  being  brought  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard, 
but  there  is  still  much  work  to  be  done.

Milk  Supplies 

Twenty  five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year, 
the  majority  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Regulations,  the  remainder  being 
taken  specifically  in  connection  with  Brucellosis.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  programme  for  eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle 
having  been  highly  successful  there  is  no  doubt  that  more 
attention  should  now  be  given  to  controlling  Brucellosis. 
Although  an  infected  milk  supply  can  be  controlled  to  a 
certain  extent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  there  appears 
to  be  no  control  of  the  actual  animals  infected  and  nothing 
to  stop  their  open  sale,  with  the  possible  infection  of  other 
herds. 

Meat  Inspection 

Licences  for  two  private  slaughterhouses  at  Kirkoswald  and 
Threlkeld  have  continued  in  force  and  generally  speaking  the 
hours  of  slaughter  adopted  by  the  butchers  have  caused  little 
inconvenience  to  the  inspectors.  The  quality  of  the  meat 
produced  at  these  slaughterhouses  is  excellent.  All  meat  in¬ 
spected  and  passed  as  fit  is  stamped  by  the  inspector  and  this 
has  now  been  accepted  as  routine  procedure.  One  hundred 
per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been  achieved  during  the  year, 
a  total  of  1376  carcases  having  been  inspected.  This  work  has 
involved  360  visits  being  made  to  the  slaughter  houses  and  a 
total  of  653  lbs.  of  meat  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  consumption.

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Housing  and  Slum  Clearance 

During  the  year  progress  in  the  slum  clearance  programme 
has  continued.  Two  Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  13 
houses  were  closed  by  Closing  Orders  or  acceptance  of 
Undertakings.  It  is  only  on  rare  occasions  that  Demolition  of 
a  house  has  resulted  from  formal  action  by  the  Council  and 
during  the  past  four  years  two  houses  only  have  been  de¬ 
molished.  The  properties  are  usually  sold,  often  to  people 
from  outside  the  area  and  are  repaired  and  modernised, 
frequently  at  great  expense  to  provide  a  further  “life”  to  them. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  an  improvement  grant 
by  this  Council  will  often  “tip  the  scales”  in  favour  of  renova¬ 
tion  rather  than  demolition. 

The  work  involved  in  following  enquiries  and  giving  advice 
in  connection  with  renovations  occupies  far  more  time  than 
is  involved  in  the  initial  inspections  and  closure  of  the 
properties. 

The  economics  of  many  of  these  renovations  appear  rather 
shaky,  but  the  desire  to  preserve,  and  live  in,  an  old  cottage 
of  “character”  set  in  beautiful  surroundings  does  influence 
the  issue.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

The  Council  do  not  employ  a  rodent  operator  and  due  to 
pressure  of  other  work  the  routine  inspections  envisaged  by 
the  above  Act  cannot  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  there  are 
almost  1,000  agricultural  properties  in  the  area  and  the 
inspection  of  these  at  regular  intervals  with  the  staff  available 
cannot  be  done. 

Every  effort,  however,  is  made  to  ensure  that  refuse  tips 
and  sewage  disposal  works  are  kept  clear  of  rats  and  this 
means  constant  treatment  throughout  the  year.  Treatment  of 
domestic  properties  has  been  carried  out  on  request  without 
charge,  but  occupiers  of  other  properties  have  been  asked  to 
carry  out  treatment  themselves,  advice  being  given  as  necessary.

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Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

Nineteen  Caravan  Sites  are  licenced  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  Act  1960.  The  largest  of  these  is  licenced  for  1 1 3  caravans. 
The  total  number  of  caravans  in  all  licences  is  390. 

Generally,  the  conditions  on  all  sites  have  been  satisfactory 
although  the  owners  of  several  sites  have  been  slow  in  bringing 
the  amenities  up  to  the  required  standard.  However,  progress 
is  being  made  and  now  blocks  of  conveniences  and  new 
sewage  disposal  plants  are  under  construction  on  at  least  six 
of  the  bigger  sites.  On  completion  of  these  in  the  coming  year 
all  the  sites  in  the  area  will  be  provided  with  a  high  standard 
of  amenities. 

The  demand  for  caravan  sites  continues  and  during  the 
year  licences  have  been  granted  for  an  additional  68  caravans. 

The  two  sites  which  are  licenced  for  tents  and  which  accom¬ 
modate  55  tents  have  been  well  used  and  whh  the  provision  of 
amenities  on  the  same  scale  as  the  caravan  sites  this  should 
ensure  an  equally  high  standard  which  can  so  often  be  lacking 
on  such  tented  sites. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  are  three  pools  in  the  area  which  are  open  to  the 
public,  and  these  are  situated  at  Hunsonby,  Culgaith  and 
Lazonby.  Only  the  Lazonby  pool  has  the  water  automatically 
filtered  and  chlorinated,  but  samples  are  periodically  taken 
from  all  of  them  and  advice  given  on  the  maintenance  of  a 
reasonable  standard  of  purity  of  water  in  the  pools.
